The disaffection suggested by these Incidents is b*ing remedied, in part, by 
sending Bulgarian students to the USSR. On 3 May 34 , high Soviet officials held 
a meeting to test 3*210 technical students. Of these, 830 came from the high*? 
schools. The group as a whole came from Turnovo, Bhumen, Sliven, Yambol, and 
Stara Zagora. After examination, many of. these students will be sent to the USSR 
for various kinds of specialization. The 830 from the higher schools (or a 
selection from their number) will be sent to Moscow to attend the school of 
military aviation. 
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
